‘ Whereas. It is not possible to move 
promptly our abundant supplies of fuel 
oil by reason of the traffic congestion 
on our railways and the transfer to 
trans-Atlantic service of a large num­ 
ber of tank steamers ordinarily en­ 
gaged in coastwise trade and it there­ 
fore seems desirable that a plan of 
control be made effective in case the 
distributing companies are unable to 
transp ort as req uired fuel 
o il to all 
consumers now being served; and 
“ \\ hereas, It is essential in order to 
carry into effect the 
pro v isio ns of the 
said act that the powers conferred 
upon the president by said act be at 
this time exercised, to the .extent here­ 
inafter set worth. 
“Now, therefore, I. Woodrow Wil­ 
son. p resident of the United States, by 
virtue of the powers conferred upon 
me by act of congress, hereby find and 
determine and by this proelamutioi 
do announce that it is essential in or 
der to carry into effect, the purpose oi 
said act to license the importation 
manuiacture, storage and distribution 
of fuel oil to the extent herelnaftei 
specified. 
All persons, firms, corporations and 
associations engaged in the business of 
manufacturing and distributinggOf the 
fuel oil 
(including gas oil), whose 
grosfs sale of fuel oil (including gas 
oil) amount to more than 
1(10,000 bar 
rels a year, are hereby req uired to se­ 
cure on or before February 
11, 1018 , a 
license, which license will be issued 
under su<-h rules and regulations gov 
< m m g the conduct of the 
business as 
may be prescribed. Application for li­ 
cense must be made to the United 
States fuel administration, Wasning- 
ton license division. 
Any person, firm, corporation or 
association other than those hereinbe­ 
fore excepted who shall engage in or 
carry on any business hereinbefore 
specified on and after February 
11, 
Ibis, without first securing such li­ 
cense. will fie liable to the penalty pre­ 
scribed by act of congress.’’

Henry Clews, o f New Yo rk, in his weekly financial letter, has the fo l­ 
lo wing to say reg arding Ike war situ atio n: 
Belief that the war will so o n end g ro ws stro ng er each day . 
This belief 
is no t entirely intu itiv e, and is larg ely based u po n the break-away in Au s­ 
tria-Hu ng ary and the g ro wing dissensio ns in Germany , particu larly the 
g reat pro tests by labo r in Berlin. Hambu rg and elsewhere, which may o r 
may no t he ex ag g erated fo r effect here. 
The Allies, no m atter ho w weary , 
are certainly in better co nditio n to « o ntinu e the war than Germany , which 
is slo wly bu t inev itably drifting to wards so me so rt o f co llapse. 
It is well 
to remember, ho wev er, that Germany is preeminently a military po wer 
and, being su ch, the o nly final arg u m ent that co u nts is a blo w. 
Militarism 
can o nly triu mph thro u g h fo rce, and can o nly be defeated by the same 
means. 
It is hardly likely that Germany 's military dy nasty will su rrender 
u ntil a kno cko u t blo w has been administered. 
No su ch arg u ment has y et 
been deliv ered, and pro bably will no t be u ntil American armies hav e 
reached France in su ffio fent fo rce to deliv er it. 
Mo reo v er, a military dy n­ 
asty , facing inev itable ru in, is qu ite likely to sell its life as dearly as po s­ 
sible. and the fact that the g reat majo rity o f Germany ’s stro ng men are in 
the army , co mparativ ely ig no rant o f the state o f affairs at ho me, makes it 
reaso nable to ex pect that the military po wer will he ex erted to the v ery 
u tmo st. 
The mo st enco u rag ing ev ent o f the week, therefo re, was the 
arriv al « f a nu mber o f American transpo rts in France with a co nsiderable 
bo dy o f men. 
Ou r Go v ernment has been u ndo u btedly spu rred o n by recent 
criticisms, and su ch display s o f energ y will co nv ince Germany o f o u r de­ 
terminatio n to win far mo re qu ickly than any threats, implied o r actu al. 
President Wilso n’s anno u ncement that he believ ed the war wo u ld end this 
y ear was also assu ring and materially streng thened peace ho pes.

The manag er o f o ne larg e fru it o rchard wro te to o ne o f these bu feau s 
that it wo u ld hav e been u tterly impo ssible fo r him to hav e harv ester his cro p 
last su mmer had it no t been fo r this despised bo y help. 
He said he har­ 
v ested, last su mmer, $30,000 wo rth o f fru it, larg ely by bo y wo rk. 
This 
y ear he wants all the bo y s he can g et. 
When a y o u ng man has g o ne part 
way thro u g h a co lleg e o r hig h scho o l, he may no t kno w inu o 
abo u t farm 
to o ls o r metho ds o f cu ltiv ating , bu t his mind has been awa cu ed by his 
stu dy , and he takes in new ideas a g reat deal faster than o rdinary u ntrained 
farm help. 
And the Bo y Sco u ts’ o rg anizatio n is do ing a deal to spu r still 
y o u ng er bo y s to alertness and u sefu lness. 


Wherefo re, the peo ple who are manag ing the campaig n to increase farm 
pro du ctio n sho u ld canv ass v ery tho ro u g hly fo r bo y labo r. 
Ev ery hig h 
scho o l, academy and co lleg e sho u ld be u rg ed to recru it bo y s and y o u ng 
men fo r this pu rpo se.

Deputy Emikkola, Leading Member of 
the Diet, Assassinated While in 
Prison. 


Stockholm, Feb. 4.—Troops of 
the 
Finnish 
government 
under 
General 
Mannerheim appear to he closing In 
on tin* revolutionary Red Guards at 
Fglenborg, on the Gulf of Bothnia, ac­ 
cording to news reaching Haparanda, 
Sweden. 
A dispatch from that point to the 
Aftoubladet say s the Red Guards in 
Fglenborg sent a delegation to General 
Mannerheim for th e purpose of reach­ 
ing an agreement, but that the gen­ 
eral declined to deal with the rebels 
and arrested tin* members of the dele­ 
gation as bandits. 
Two hundred of the Red Guards who 
left T<44nm—io re-onf<>r<*e -ehe—re vttl-tr 
tionists at Ugleaborg found that the 
railway had been torn up a few miles 
south of Tornea and that government 
troops had taken up positions between 
Tornea and Komi. 
Government forces 
also are reported to lie approaching 
Ugleaborg from the south. 
A number of Russian officers have 
made their escape from Kemi ovdr the 
ice to Haparanda. 
They say the sol­ 
diers attempted to ly nch them and 
tlieir commander, whose house was 
fired. The commander escaped. 
The situation at Helsingfors (the 
Finnish capital) is increasingly seri­ 
ous. 
The Red Guard appears to be 
entirely In control. 
A telegram from Helsingfors reports 
the assassination in prison of Deputy 
Emikkola, a lending member of the 
diet, and hints at further cases of 
the 
same kind. 
The Swedish population of the city 
s eagerly awaiting the arrival of the 
Swedish gunboat and the three other 
vessels sent to remove Scandinavian 
subjects. 


Naval Flyers Drop Bombs in Belgium 


— French Repulse Foe. 
London, Feb. 5.—The official 
rojwrt 
issued here is as follows: "A party of 
our troops raided the enemy ’s trenches 
east of Hargieourt. The hostile artil 
lory was acting during the night in the 
neighborhood of Lens and northeast of 
Gavrelle. 
“Admiralty roport-*-Navnl aircraft 
carried out a bombing raid on the 
enemy airdrome at Houttave 
(Bel 
gium), 
Many bombs were dropped on 
the objective. 
“During the day , in the course of 
aerial fighting, one enemy aircraft was 
destroy ed and two were driven down 
out of control. 
Two of our machines 
failed to return.” 
Paris, Feb. 5.—The w ar office Issued 
the following statem ent: 
“A fter vio­ 
lent artillery preparation the Gormans 
attempted to make a raid In the sector 
west of Fresnes, northeast of Conej 
Uhafenu.

No reply 
b eing made, the Nashv ille opened fire, 
killing one mam The sub murine com­ 
mander then signalled his Identity. 
Commander Friedriek explained at the 
trial that lie acted under explicit in­ 
structions from the nav y department. 


sounding with the b oom of guns. Air­ 
men b ecame exceedingly activ e along 
the American front during tiie day. 
Under Heav ies t Fire. 
A German b arrage fire at sundown 
opened the heav iest b omb ardment of 
many days along tiie American sector, 
the American artillery replying shell 
tor shell as the firing of the heav y 
guns spread along sev eral kilometres 
of front.

When tiie b omb ardment b ad reuelied 
its greatest intensity the Germans sud­ 
denly concentrated their fire at two 
points, throwing ab out 250 shells into 
a town in which the headquarters of 
a certain regiment are located and 
which heretofore had b een immune 
to enemy fire. 


Res pect Red Cros s . 
After the b omb ardment a woutded 
American soldier was discov ered in a 
position where it was necessary to 
carry him ov er a trench top to a field 
dressing station. 
A medical corps man displayed the 
Red Cross and the Germans ceased 
firi/ig until the man was remov ed. 
Early in the day an American was 
wounded b y a sniper. 
Enemy snipers wounded two Amer­ 
icans slightly early Saturday morning. 
Number of Battles In the Air. 
A shift of the wind cleared away the 
mist which lias hindered aerial opera­ 
tions and other activ ities for sev eral 
days. A uumb er of b attles in the air 
were fought b y patrolling planes early 
In the afternoon. 
In one Instance ttie 
French av iators defeated an attempt 
of German flyers to cross b ehind tiie 
American t renehes. 
The artillery and snipers also hav e 
b ecome increasingly activ e. America’s 
75s are harrassiug traffic b ehind the 
enemy trenches. 


Concentrate on U. S. Trenches . 
The Germans art- confining their fire 
largely to the American trenches. 
Throughout Friday night machine 
guns rattled ceaselessly from German 
positions. 
The French commander of a sausage 
b alloon squadron, who was an artillery 
officer at Verdun during the heav iest 
fighting and also participated in the 
Somme offensiv e, dcehnv u ,:int the 
work of certain American b atteries at 
the front is “almost perfect.”

Location Rev ealed by Berlin.
